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CIVIL MURDERS, 

Last Friday seems to have been a 
red letter day in the judicial murder 
business—at least seven hangings 
according to Jaw, being reported by 
the papers for that day, Tho de- 
tails of these hangings are, to one 
reader atleast, shocking and dis- 
gusting to the last degree. In one 
instance ibis related that after the 
trap was sprung and the victim was 
supposed to be dead, or nearly so, 
he began to struggie violently, 
loosed lis own hands and seized the 
rope above Ins head, so that it re- 
quired the strength of the two at 
tending physicians to hold down his 
hands till hecowd be legally choked 
to death! The killing of a human 
being under any circumstances iy 
doubtless n shocking sight, but un- 
der no circumstances can it Le more 
revolting to the sensitive mind than 
when it is done by the state and uns 
der the so called forns of Jaw, Tn 
most cases of iWepal or nonlogal 
murder tho killing” is attended by 
samo mitigating circumstance. The 
murderer acts in self-detunce, or 
thinks ho docs; or, at least and 
worst, he commits the deed while 
under the influence of rage, of cu 
pility, of jealousy or of revenge, 
but murdars by tbe state, such as 
tL.o hangings alluded to, can claim 
no guch mitigations, A public exe 
cution is a deliberate, a cold-blooded 
murder, without a singlo mitigating 
circumstarce to plead ‘its justifica- 
tion, To say that the deed is done 
in self-defense is to acknowledgo 
that the state 1s not able to restrain 
tho criminal from committing a like 
offense in the future, But this 
would bo a confession of weakness 
or of cowardice, That public cxceit- 
tions do not prevent the tendency to 
ering, but on the contrary rather ag- 
gravate it, is the experience of all 
tino. . 

The Sunday Journal, (Kan, City, 
Mo.) in an editorial on these hang- 
ings, says: 

Publio exocutiona have no effect in dotor- 
ting erime, but rather encourage it in uota 
few ones by hardoning tho seusibilities of 
tho witnesses of thedenth, and ngain by iu- 
ceiling the wonk anindod nand criminally dis- 
Hsposed to crime becauso of the not infrou- 
quent bonsts in which thoseaQold orator 
judalgea. There may, too, bo thought by 
romo thiterimo is the avenue to eternal res 
ward, for thero is never a victim on tho roal- 
fold who dooa not declaro that through tho 
trap-door of tho seaffold hy expocts to -enter 
into the kingdom of heaven, 

As the Journal plainly indicates, 
it would cortainly Jo legitimate to 
ask, in this connection, how much 
the elergy are responsible for the 
prevalence of crime, by preaching 
their moral-bankruptey scheme, and 
by their habit of giving passports to 
heaven to those who are considered 
too bad to Hye any longer in this 
world.

And to do this it is of the utmost importance

That this is so wo here 
know, and it isbocanse we know it and 
othora do not, that wo stand as a picket» 
guard, Bocauso our prosont civilization 
is bad, it is no renson wo try to 
mako it worso,as Mr, A, is doing; bat 
it is a good reason why wo should try to 
make it botter, by keeping out clemonts 
destitute of evon a spark of progress, 
crushed under the weight of thousands 
of years of unmitiguted oppression. 

Wo pity these poor men, but wo can 
only holp them by taking caro of vur- 
salvos. A man in a vessol or on shuro 
cun resctte adrowning wan much better 
by throwing him a ropo than by jumping 
into the sea, with the probablo result of 
being draggod under by tho unreasoning 
grasp of the unfortunate ho trios tu ros- 
cua, So Amoricans can bettor help other 
races by keeping the little ground they 
have gained thau by jumping into. the 
sen of unlimited labor competition tu 
resone them. Lotus have a truo repub- 
lio m tho United States, through an ole- 
vation of labor and a genuine propor- 
tional ballot and all othor nations must, 
sooner or later, follow suit, But if wo 
mako Chivamen of vuurselves 
postority, we aro helpless and hopoloss.
